° Having four levels of violation is meaningless since the depart- 
ment is rarely able to assess the highest level (fourth level) of 
violation due to the time constraints of the investigation and 


adjudicative process. This limits the department's ability to as- 
sess the maximum civil penalties authorized by statute. 

° Current rules for calculating license suspensions is a "one size 
fits all" approach and is not equitable when considering the dif- 
ferences between certain license types or when no licensed appli- 
cator is involved. 

e Current rules for calculation of penalties do not accurately re- 
flect the differences in severity of violations and do not spe- 
cifically explain that each violation of the statutes or rule is 
a separate and distinct offense for the purpose of calculating 

total penalties for an incident. 

° Rules for adjusting (aggravating or mitigating) a penalty within 

the penalty assignment schedule are not clear.
